Watch  a  film,  lis- 
ten to  experts  and  exchange  ideas 
with  die  nine-mernher  committee 
of  Princeton  residents  appointed  bv 
both  mayors  last  May  to  stud) 
cable  TV. 

The  Princeton  committee  was 
formed  when  the  state-imposed 
moratorium  on  granting  cable  TV 
franchises  was  lifted  last  spring 
The  state  requires  a  municipality 
to  respond  to  anv  inquiry  about 
cable  TV  within  90  days  of  a  com 
pany's  request.  Also,  the  state  wants 
that  municipalities  can't  be  "arbi- 
trary" about  awarding  a  cable  TV 
contract. 

In  the  past  year,  Princeton's  gov- 
erning bodies  have  received  over 
half  a  dozen  letter  of  mcruiry  from 
companies  interested  in  Princeton 
as  a  cable  TV  town.  In  light  of  the 
law  and  the  number  of  requests 
the  mayors  decided  it  was  es- 
sential to  find  out  as  much  as 
possible  about  CATV,  as  it's 
called,  so  that  Princeton  can  act 
wisely  when  the  moment  comes.
